With the slogan "Homes and 
Farms for Veterans," plans for 
a state-wide campaign to get 
out the votes in favor of Pro­ 
position No. 1 at the November 
elections were being formulated 
this week.

Under the chairmanship of 
Ed W. Bolt, the Veterans' Home 
arid Farm Committee held an 
orgunlzaton mectnlg in San 
Francisco over the weekend, with 
delegates from all parts of the 
state in attendance. Personnel 
of the group is little changed 
from that of 1844, when a simi­ 
lar state proposition was car­ 
ried by an 11-1 majority.

Proposition No. 1 this year 
offers a $100,000,000 state bond 
issued to finance farms and 
homes for California veterans 
on favorable terms of extended 
payments and low-cost Insur­ 
ance. Soundness of this type of 
financing, as administered by 
the State Department of Veter­ 
ans' Welfare, Is proved by the 
fact that smaller previous issues 
never have cost the California 
taxpayer a penny, all the loans 
being on a healthy financial 
footing.
